M. Trunov, stressed that the 
Sovlol experience proves that 
cooperation as a form of eco- 
nomic' activity forms an Inte- 
gral part of a society's econom- 
ic system, while os a public or- 
ganization, It represents a spe- 
cific form of democracy and an 
Inalienable part of a society's 
political system.
